C. Gerald O'Connor, M.L.A., col- 
league of Dr. Morrish in the pro- 
vinci l legislature, also addressed 
the meeting, stressing the need of | 
settling debt without loss of busi- 
ness confidence in the province. 
Edward C. Fisher was chairman 
and Ernest C. Holub secretary. 


TAKE FIRST STEP 

Speaking on “monetary reform,” 
Dr. Morrish said that, although he 
felt the federal government had al- 
ready taken the first step towards 
state control of currency, there was | 
a great deal of ground to be re- 
traced before government would be 
superior to fintnce and labor sup- 


erior to capital as they once had | 
been. 


He felt that the present prov- | 
incial government had missed 8 | 


At the outset of his speech the 
member expressed hope that in the | 
near future the party would set up

No 
doubt at the next session he will 
make his third and last attempt and 
it will meet with the same success. 

“The problem is a difficult one 
but it can be successfully dealt with 
and I urge you to give the ques- 
tion your attention at your meet- 
ings throughout the winter.”

No one province can carry on 
health education and research to 
the extent necessary, he said, add- 
ing that a successful battle against 
disease would require united ef- 
forts.

FEDERAL HELP 


Just to keep the record straight, Mr. J. A. 
MacKinnon, member of parliament for West Ed- 
monton, points out that during the last fiscal 
year the Dominion gave money to Alberta and 
made money available to Alberta to a total of 
$11,447,903, 

The amount collected by the Provincial 
Government during the same year through taxes, 
fees, etc., amounted to approximately $15,500,000. 
For every $15 raised by the province the Dom- 
inion thus gave to the province or loaned to the 
province or in the province $11. 

Ottawa being a long way off, there is a 
natural tendency to forget or to discount the 
assistance that is given to the province from the 
federal treasury. The more so because subsidies, 
road grants and other federal contributions are 
spent by the province, and thus appear rather as 
provincial than federal money. 

This reminder that being part of the Dom- 
inion is of very real and practical importance to 
residents of Alberta is timely. Had it not been 
for this Dominion aid, the provincial authority 
would have had to borrow or raise by taxation 
last year $26 for each $15 it did collect. That, or 
there could not have been the same amount of 
public expenditure and improvements made. 


WHY THEY DID IT 

Mr. Bennett will have it that Hon. Ian Mac- 
kenzie’s defence policy elected the Liberal can- 
didate in Conservative Victoria. The Victorians, 
one gathers from his explanation, have gone 
jittery as they read the war news from China 
“cross the way,” and pondered the possibility of 
an enemy doing to their fair city what was done 
to Shanghai. 

That Victorians should approve the strength- 
ening of the defences along the Pacific coast can 
be understood. But defence was not the issue 
in the campaign. Mr. Bennett explicitly ruled 
it out. In Mr. Mackenzie's place he would prob- 
ably be doing the same thing. This he gave the 
Victoria voters to understand; and no doubt they 
believed him. How could they doubt a Con- 
servative leader on that score? 


ment that Mr. Bennett made the issue in the 
contest. This policy he assailed with all the 
arguments of economic nationalism, and all the 
implications of indifference to Imperial interests 
which he attributes so readily and so inevitably 
to the wicked Grits. He drew upon the re- 
sources of his voluminous vocabulary to send 
shudders down the Victorian spine as he pictured 
the ruin that would follow if Canada had any 
more extensive “truck and trade with the Yan- 
kees.” 

To say now that the voters paid no attention 
to his economic arguments—and voted as they 
did because they mistrusted him on the defence 
question—is not in keeping with the known facts 
of the campaign nor with the probabilities; and 
certainly not self-complimentary to Mr. Bennett. 


SOME MORE “AMATEURS” 

Those “amateur economists” and “near 
economists” who ventured to suggest that a con- 
trailed inflation of the Canadian currency would 
soften the impact of the depression upon western 
agriculture, prevent general private and public 
bankruptcy, and spread the national loss over 
the nation generally—instead of imposing it ex- 
clusively upon the debtor and producing classes 
—will find interest in the brief presented to the 
Rowell commission by the Government of 
Manitoba, . 

For a controlled inflation is one of the means 
proposed by the Bracken Government to salvage 
the solvency of the prairie provinces and restore 
the farming population to a basis of production 
without loss, if not of production at a profit, 
Moreover, this recommendation is made on the 
advice of fully accredited authorities who teach 
economics in universities, and it carries the 
endorsement of Mr. Jacob Viner, the Chicago 
savant who teaches economics to the economists. 

If the “amateurs,” and otherwise contempt- 
uously described parties, cited above sinned 
against the tenets of “sound money,” they did it 
in good company. It will add something to the 
interest in life to see the apostles of unchecked 
deflation try to instruct Mr. Upgren, Mr. Hanson 
and Mr. Viner on the subject of money and its 


use and misuse. They have a big job ahead of | 


them, and the sooner they get at it the better. 
But let us hope they can think up something 
more to the point than the silliness of Mr. J. B. 
McGeachy and insulting references to everyone 
who dares to question the omniscience of 
orthodoxy. 


THE WEST FARED WORST 

Fron, 1925 to 1930, the product of prairie 
farms was worth $4,326,610,000. For the six years 
from 1931 to 1936 the value of the product of 
western farms was $1,997,066,000, A slump 
during the one period, as compared with the 
other, of $2,329,555,000; an average decrease of 
$338,000,000 per year during the six depression 
years. 

Western farmers were not graduating into 
the millionaire class in the years from 1925 to 
1930, But they were generally money, 
living well, supporting business activity along all 
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lines, paying their taxes; and they and others 
were accumulating something in the way of 
savings. 

The ensuing six years reversed that picture. 
Western farm revenue dropped 86 per cent. 
Business slowed down, as a matter of course, 
Savings vanished. Debts could not be paid. Re- 
lief lines formed in every large centre. To “keep 
farmers on their land” debt-settlement legisla- 
tion had to be enacted at Ottawa; and in each of 
the provinces collection was halted by a mora- 
torium under that or some other name. Mean- 
time Canadian income as a whole declined 36 per 
cent. Obviously, the west fared worse than the 
older provinces. Not all these adverse results 
were due to the depression. Crop failure added 
to the disabilities of all three prairie provinces, 
in varying proportion. 

The figures above, taken from the presenta- 
tion made to the Rowell commission by the Gov- 
ernment of Manitoba, establish the point that, 
partly from natural causes and partly because 
of “ruthless” refusal to modify the “sound 
money” policy of the Dominion, the west suffered 
far more severely during the depression years 
than did the older and wealthier sections of the 
country. 

What the west is entitled to ask, and even 
demand, is not that it be shown favors, but that 
the excess loss thus thrust upon it through no 
fault of its people be made up in some way. The 
other prairie provinces, it is to be hoped, will 
back up Manitoba's claim in that respect.

Your Health --- - By Dr. Frank McCoy 


In yesterday's article I discussed the preven- 
tion of tuberculosis of the lungs and suggested 
that the early use of the X-ray would find many 
cases which are just starting and which are now 
everlooked. Also, I pointed out that chest ex- 
aminations among children would uncover those 
having the narrow type of chest which appears 
to be most favorable to the development of pul- 
monary tuberculosis. 

A third step in the prevention of tuberculosis 
is correct diet. A badly balanced diet, a diet 
lacking in vitamins and the essential minerals, 
or a poorly selected diet, may be a factor in 
causing tuberculosis. Tuberculosis is an in- 
fectious disease and high resistance to all ine 
fectious disorders depends upon proper nourish- 
ment. 

Tuberculosis is most apt to develop in the 
young person and young people often tend to be 
somewhat careless in regard to dietary habits. 


| This carelessness may encourage the onset of 


tuberculosis, with its discouraging after-effects 
of sickness, the loss of many months of normal 
living, and its loss of earnjng power. 

The period of treatment required in many 
cases of tuberculosis must be expressed in 
months rather than days. Perhaps if the young 
person could realize how foolish it is to eat 
incorrectly and run the danger of becoming 
tubercular, he would eat more wisely. 

Another step which would be helpful in the 
prevention of tuberculosis is the wider use of 
tuberculin tests. However, it is necessary to re- 
member that a positive reaction to a tuberculin 
test does not invariably mean that tuberculosis 
is active at this time. It means that at some time 
the causative bacilli have been active in the 
body, either in the past or present. It does pick 
out those individuals who need to watch over 
their health both right now and in the future. 

An additional step in preventing tuberculosis 
is the provision of adequate living quarters, 
Tuberculosis thrives in the poorer districts, 
where living quarters are crowded and sanita- 
tion is neglected. In such districts the children 
suffer from a lack of sunshine, fresh air, and 
facilities encouraging outdoor exercise. Even 
though your family may not live in such dis- 
tricts, these tuberculosis hot-beds are a danger 
to surrounding communities.

“HISTORICALLY CONSERVATIVE” 


The Victoria seat may be properly referred to 
as historically Conservative. Since British 
Columbia entered Confederation, there have 
been eighteen general elections and seven by- 
elections. In all the general elections execpt one 
and in all the by-elections but two, Conservative 
candidates have been elected. There was a period 
from 1902 to 1908 during which the city had Lib- 
eral representation in the Commons, the first 
Liberal member being George Riley, elected at a 
by-election in January, 1902, and again at the 
general election of 1904, and called to the Senate 
in 1906; the second, Hon William Templeman, 
who filled out Mr. Riley’s term, but was defeated 
by Mr. G. H. Barnard, now senator, in 1908. 

From 1871 to 1904, through nine parliaments, 
Victoria had two representatives in the Com- 
mons, all of them Conservatives until Mr. Riley 
broke the tradition in 1902. Among the repre- 
sentatives was Sir John Macdonald, elected in 
1878 when his own constituency of Kingston re- 
jected him, and the famous Amor de Cosmos, 
who represented Victoria in four parliaments. 
—Vancouver Province, 


WE'RE A CLEAN NATION 

The people of Canada can “look the world 
in the face” with clean faces—and necks. We are 
bracketed third with Denmark as the largest 
soap users. 

According to the American trade magazine 
“Soap,” Holland uses more soap per capita than 
any other nation. Over there they expend 24 
pounds per annum on their persons and clothes, 
and for such other purposes as the saponaceous 
commodity may be used. 

The United States comes next with 23 pounds, 
then Canada and Denmark with 22, then the 
British and French with 20. Still another pound 
less come Sweden and Cuba.

portant in the prevention of tuberculosis are: 
early examinations with the X-ray; chest ex- 
aminations in children; the use of an adequate 
diet; the use of tuberculin tests; and proper liv- 
ing conditions. Tuberculosis is largely prevent- 
able and this is the way to prevent it. 

If you were a physician and could see all 
these fine young people struck down, you would 
feel that the community needs protection against 
the spread of tuberculosis just as much as it 
needs a fire department as a protection against 
the spread of fire. 

Until efficient prevention is the rule, the only 
thing you may do is to be conscious of the 
danger now threatening those in the age group 
between 15 and 25; and when you see a young 
person who tires easily and who is gradually 
losing weight, send that person to have the chest 
examined. Medical science has the knowledge to 
save the lives of many of these young people— 
providing the diagnosis is made in time. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs, Harold L. writes: “Will you 
please explain what is meant by an internal 
bath. One friend drinks hot water first thing in 
the morning, and calls it an internal bath. An- 
other friend takes an enema, using 1 quart of 
warm water, and calls this an internal bath. 
Which is correct? Also, is it all right to take a 
warm bath in the tub when one has no shower?” 

ANSWER: When the term jnternal bath is 
used, it generally refers to the taking of an 
enema, and thus means a cleansing of the colon. 
It is true that one can wash out the stomach by 
drinking large quantities of water, particularly 
when the fluid is taken when the stomach is 
empty; in a way this also is an internal bath. 
Water which is taken by mouth is largely 
absorbed before it reaches the colon. If you have 
no built-in shower, you will find you may 
arrange a very satisfactory substitute by secur- 
ing one of the shower attachments sold at a drug 
store, which may be attached to the bathtub 
faucet, You will then be able to take a shower 
while sitting or squatting in the tub. It is better 
to use coo] or cold water, as continued bathing 
in very hot water tends to produce enervation. 
Take the hot tub baths only when necessary for 
cleanliness, which would be two or three times 
a week, and use the cool shower on the other

WINNIPEG, Dec. 2.—The proposition that 
Manitoba is bankrupt, broke, insolvent and un- 
able any longer to pay its way was presented 
to the Rowell Commission on its third day by 
Hon. Stuart Garson, K.C., treasurer of the prov- 
ince. Manitoba, according to Mr. Garson, cannot 
by the wildest stretch of its taxing power supply 
proper schools, roads, hospitals and at the same 
time provide relief and pay interest on its 
debts. Even the skeleton services now provided, 
says Mr. Garson, are financed’ by nuisance taxes 
which everybody hates and regards as an ex- 
pedient. Mr. Garson’s story got a sympathetic 
hearing, tempered by suggestions that Mani- 
toba in its salad days was extravagant. 

Mr. Garson, neophyte of the Bracken gov- 
ernment, was celebrating his 39th birthday, 
looked ten years younger and at moments was 
still the boy orator who used to exasperate old 
hands in the Manitoba house. He stood up well 
in questioning by Chief Justice Rowell and other 
commissioners. 


‘ 

The case he presented seems unshakable 
though it was out of key with the cheery story 
offered to the public by the Bracken party at the 
lest election. Mr. Garson says that Manitoba 
taxes are unjust, Manitoba roads are terrible 
and the Manitoba budget isn’t really balanced 
because every dollar spent for relief is borrowed. 
These are plain facts though they did not figure 
prominently in the speeches which returned Mr. 
Bracken to power in 1936. This inquiry may 
produce a new high in political candor. Manitoba 
may have set a precedent by breaking down and 
confessing that its supposedly balanced budget 
is really a conjuring trick with figures.

Mr. Garson started out with the idea that 
the provinces, under the B.N.A. Act as written 
by the Fathers of Confederation, were meant to 
perform only “insignificant” functions and were 
accordingly allowed only minor sources of rev- 
enue. This fitted in with an earlier Manitoba 
brief, discussing the constitutional issue, which 
argued that the intention of the fathers was to 
create a strong national government and give 
the provinces nothing but parish pump ques- 
tions to deal with. 

The Manitoba cabinet seems intent on prov- 
ing that it ought to be demoted to the rank of 
a county council. Mr. Garson, at any rate, ham- 
mered away at the theory that Manitoba, with 
the sources of revenue it has, cannot meet the 
demands put upon it by public opinion and privy 
council decisions, :

On this point the commission made two 
oblique comments. Chief Justice Rowell men- 
tioned in the friendliest way Manitoba’s $3,000,- 
000 parliament building and the fact that Ontario 
gets along with one which cost $750,000. The 
implied question was clear. Why, if the local 
legislature is only a county council, should it 
be housed in a palace complete with marble 
staircases, murals by Brangwyn, Corinthian pil- 
lars, life-size bronze buffaloes, mahogany offices 
and expensive architectural design? Later it 
was put on the record by the Chief Justice that 
Manitoba was the first province to pay mothers’ 
allowances, now a very large item in the Mani- 
toba budget. Again the point was clear. If 
Manitoba thought its revenues were inadequate 
for its legislative job, why did it take on a bur- 
den like that? 

"Mr, Garson, who was still in high school 
when $8,000,000 was spent for the parliament 
building and attendant graft, did not try detailed 
answers. The upshot of the discussion was that 
the Manitoba government, though it believes 
the intent of the B.N.A. Act was to make the 
provinces a minor concern, does not think they 
can retreat now from their program of main- 
taining good schools, good roads and a system 
of social services. Some of the functions now 
performed by Manitoba—notably the provision 
of relief-—must be taken over by the Dominion, 
but the chief complaint is that Manitoba's sources 
of income are inadequate for its budget. Mr. 
Garson cited figures showing that school teach- 
ers’ salaries have fallen, and that expenditures 
on roads and hospitals are much Jower than they 
should be. 

* & % 

Mr. Garson’s remarks on sources of incomes 
for the province provoked a discussion on the 
Canadian tariff. He spoke of the advantages 
conferred on Ontario and Quebec by national 
trade policies. He quoted Hon. Norman Rogers, 
a member of the Dominion government which 
appointed this Commission, to the effect, that 
the tariff has tended to “concentrate manufac- 
turing activity” and “fertilize the income tax 
field” by increasing individual and corporation 
income in the central provinces. 

He mentioned the fact that a large mercantile 
concern established in Winnipeg, making big 
profits here, yields almost no personal income 
tax in Manitoba. He put up the familiar west- 
ern argument that the tariff has enriched cen- 
tral Canada at the expense of the less populous 
provinces. 

There were _veral comments from the bench 
on this argume. .. Dr. Angus, of British Colum- 
bia, suggested that Mr. Garson based his claim 
on two grounds—that national policies were un- 
just to the west and that the richer provinces 
ought to help the poorer out of benevolence. 
Mr. Garson rejected the second idea entirely. 
Chief Justice Rowell said he thought Mr. Gar- 
son put too much emphasis on the tariff as a 
reason for eastern wealth. There were, he said, 
such natural advantages to be considered as 
power, water transport and geographic situation. 
In any event, he asked, were not Winnipeg in- 
dustries beneficiaries of the tariff? 

On this point Mr. Garson did not have the 
data in mind but the fact is that Winnipeg in- 
dustries, which are chiefly the processing of 
wheat and cattle for export, get no benefit from 
the tariff whatever and could get none. What 
the discussion showed was that the commission, 
or at any rate its chief, is disinclined to accept 
the argument that the tariff is the main cause 
of western poverty and thinks that perhaps 
geography has more to do with it. 

Mr. Garson was still on the witness stand 
when the commission adjourned and may take 
another day to finish his evidence.

hosts of Franco, he continued. 

This opinion is based upon infor- 
mation given him by correspond- 
ents who had been in touch with 
both parties to the conflict, the vis- 
iting lecturer explained.

Although it is impossible that art | 
treasures and museums could have 
escaped damage in a war of such 
dimensions and fury, the exact 
amount of destruction was not easy | 
to estimate, he admitted. | 

The government was “very friend- 
ly” and did not try in any way to 
impose its opinions or dictate views 
to him, Capt. Scott emphasized.

The ruling was made when the 
court allowed an appeal of Vern- 
non Morrison, of Kingston, against 
a judgment of Mr. Justice E. R. E 
Chevrier, upholding, in part, the 
Kingston bylaw. Under the mun- 
cipal enactment, each slot machin 
in Kingston is subject a $500 
license fee. 

Many Ontario municipalities have 
similar by-laws in operation, but 
pending study of Chief Justice 
Latchford's ruling no civic author- 
ity would comment, Certain types

AST night a new and evidently powerful factor was injected into the 
Edmonton hockey picture when the Northern Alberta Intermediate 
Hockey League opened at the Varsity rink with the Golden Bears smash- 
ing out a 5-3 victory.
